stances. If a community turns out a 
large number of ditch-diggers there is 
something wrong with that commun- 
ity. It is not in step with progress. 


But no man or woman can censure 


the community if, after graduating 
from its highost institution of free 
learning he or she is a failure. Not all 
can succeed, even with education as an 
equipment, but few can succeed with- 
out it. The so-called "self-made" man 
does not exist. He is a myth. The per- 
son who styles himself "self-made" is 
betraying the fact of his own ignor- 
ance, for no man ever succeeded with- 
out first taking advantage of the edu- 
cation of others who have applied the 
sciences for his benefit, so that he can- 
not sit down or stand up or turn 
around without drawing freely upon 
the results of the education of others. 


Education is the foundation of pro- 


gress in life. The common laborer of- 
ten feels that he has been misused, but 
he makes the mistake of placing the 
blame on his own generation instead of 
on the generation that preceded him. 
He is the product of a community that 
was careless and indifferent as to his 
mental equipment for life's struggle. 


The Covina valley has been generous 


in its attitude tpw*rd.financenkf^r>.ftdu- 
cation. Any person 'who would 'deny 
this would not be in possession of the 


facts. But we move very rapidly on 
the Pacific coast. We move so rapidly 
that our educational equipment cannot 
always keep pace with our civilization. 
We are distressed by our own prosper- 
ity. We outgrow our educational clothes 
so fast that although our parents, the 
taxpayers, are proud of us, they are 
often embarrassed to keep pace with 
our needs. It is the same in business 
life. No store building can keep from 
becoming obsolete more than ten years 
in this great and growing country. 


Therefore, we find ourselves obliged 


to graduate the 1921 class from the 
steps of the high school building be- 
cause the auditorium is no longer large 
enough to occommodatc the parents 
and friends who, on equal terms, are 
entitled to witness this beautiful cere- 
mony. This in itself is no hardship in 
this marvelous land of soft, summer 
twilights, but the fact itself is indica- 
tive of something more serious—some- 
thing almost sinister. It is that the 
building is crowded for school purpos- 
es—that it is too small for the daily 
accommodation of the classes that the 
ever growing greater as the valley con- 
tinues to grow and to prosper. 


We say that such a condition is sin- 


ister, that it is fraught with very ser- 
ious consequences because we know, as 
all know who consider the question, 
that a crowded school means neglected 
children just to that extent; that it 
means less attention to sanitation and 
health; that, we avo receding from in- 
stead of approaching the ideal. 


This valley has been generous with its 


schools. We feel sure that it wil! con- 
jtinue to be generous; that it will take 
' care of the actual needs of the Covina 
union high school 
district when it 


comes to the matter of issuing bonds 
for more and larger buildings. It isn't 
a district question. It is an individual 
family question. We must give the chil- 
dren every possible chance to succeed: 
Thift is the ^nly thing to't consider. Can 
we afford it? The answer is that we 
must afford it.

THE PALMER DECISION.

The day before U. S. Attorney Gen- 


oral Palmer went out of office, he an- 
nounced a ruling which allows physi- 
cians to prescribe an unlimited amount 
of wine and beer. This does not, as 
some have supposed, allow the sale of 
these beverages at soda fountains, ia 
groceries and other places, but it does 
permit druggists to supply any amount 
of wine or beer on the prescription of 
a licensed physician. Whether or not, 
the present attorney general will re- 
view and reverse this decision is 'not 
known, but it is understood that it is 
not customary to do this unless new 
facts are discovered, or a request to 
that effect is made by the department 
of the treasury under which the inter- 
nal revenue system operates, including, 
of course, the commissioner of internal 
revenue and the federal prohibition 
enforcement officer. 
Whether or not 


this is done, it is possible that congress 
may devise measures for the preven- 
tion of the violation, at least in spirit, 
of the Volstead act. Had the word 
"alcoholic" been used in the amend- 
ment instead of the word "intoxicat- 
ing" or elsewhere the word "spirits," 
much of the present confusion would 
have been avoided, and some of the 
loop-holes effectively closed.
